Full Details of the Four Hangings This 
Morning. 


NEWARK, N. J.. January 6,.—Mrs. Meir- 
hoffer, convicted, with Frank Lammena, her 
paramour, of tne murder of her hus- 
pene. ds. ~ We Meirhoffer, at West 
Orange, October 18, 1879, was hanged 
in the County Jail this morning. She was 
very pale and deeply affected, but walked to 
the gallows without assistance and met her 
fate without confessing or uttering a word. 
Sbe died in about nine minutes. About thirty 
persons were present, inciuding officers and 
the jury selected by the court under the re- 
cent law. Lammens was hanged from the 
‘aire. gallows immediately afterwards. He 
mace ho confession.

PHILADELPHIA, January 6.—Daniel F. Sul- 
ivan and Patrick Hayes were hanged in 
Moyamensing-- prison --at 10:57 this morning. 
Hayes killed his wife on the morning of 
Marcb 23 last and then attempted to kill him- 
self. Sullivan killed a woman with whom he 
nad lived and who had separated from him 
in Oi! City, Pa. Sullivan was manager for a 
minstrel troupe. 

Both men passed asleepless night. The 
priests arrived at the prison early, and relig- 
ious exercises continued until the time for 
execution. At 10:25 Sullivan was brought 
down from his ceJl on the upper tier to the 
door of Hayes’ celi On the ground floor, and 
immediately afterward a procession formed 
and proceeded: to the gallows, near the 
end ot the same corridor. Both 
walked firmly, Hayes being accompanied 
by the Rev. Fathers Daiey and Masters, and 
Sultivan followed, accompanied by Rev. 
Futber Keul. On the scaffold both men kKauelt 
apd prayed, ithe priests kneeling bei ween 
them. and wben thev aro-e Hayes taid aside 
the beads upon which he had heen tetliag his 
provers apd attempted to address those pres- 
eb, speaking ina wild and inconeren! inac- 
‘Two of the priests reasoned wiih him

ard eudeavored to persuade him not to 
spesk, but he continued in_ spite 
of rem.onstrances io. =. :« talk iu a 
rambling way. He seemed 


arxious (o narrate the history of his married 
life, but at last yielded, as he said himseif, to 
the request of his pastor, at the same time 
protestirg tbat he was not afraid of the eal- 
lows. Meanwhile Sullivan stood cainly Kiss- 
ing his crucitix and listening to the extorta- 
iors of the priest, and finally expressed a 
bope for forgiveness, forgiving ali himself, 
The priests retiredto the stepof ths gal- 
lows, wherethey knelt. The nooses were 
vdjusted, and at 10,58, while the priests 
were reciting the **De-profundis’’che drop fell. 
Both bedies received a fall of four feet. 
Hayes appeared todie without a struggle 
and in two minutes and a half the beating o 
his pulse could not be felt. Sullivan strug- 
eled violently, amd it was seventeen minutes 
nefore the physician pronounced him dead. 
After hanging twenty-seven minutes the 
hedies were ent down, when it was ascer- 
tained both died from strangulation.

the stocks in the market has its natural effect 
in checking the designs of speculators.

If allowance be made for the deprecia- 
tion in value of the paper rubdle,the prices 
which are likely to prevail during the winter, 
although they appear extravagant to the 
working classes; are, tarough tbe difference 
in exchange, practically the same as those 
existing in former normal years. There was 
at one time a general fearthat the stocks of 
grain in the Empire would prove Ingpflicient 
for the requirements until the next harvest. 
The panic produced was natural, but was 
alvad chietiy on tbe want of information. 
Stocks are certainly low, but there can be lit- 
tie deubi that there is an ample supply in the 
couptry for internal requirements. What 
was wanting was disirivution, avd traders 
having pow badtime gradually to effect that 
distribution, the panic is disappearing. — tu 
Russia there is no annual accurate statistical 
information obtainable as tothe qualitv and 
quantity of the grain cropsinthe different 
districis. Without such. information ther- 
chants sre always working in the dark, and 
rasb speculation and panic are the conse- 
quences. One or two of the railway compan- 
1es andthe Town Council of St. Petersburg 
have raised the salariesof their employes, 
baving in view the depreciated value of the 
paper currency. It will be long, however, 
before al! employers follow this example; aud 
until this is done distress and complaint will 
continue to be general.

The Carthusian Monastery, which covers 
ten acres of ground, and which bas been in 
course of construction for the last. four years 
in Sussex. gives promise of early completion.

A Bemarkable Festival on the North- 
western Coast. 


From the Seattle (W. T.) Post. 


For many months it has been rumored 
among the denizens of the forest and the 
children of the beach that an immense pot- 
latch would be given in the latter part of No- 
vember by the wealthy ones of the Samish 
tribe. On the west side ofthe Guemes Island 
liesa quarter section of land bordering on 
the shore, which was purchased from the 
Government, and 1s now owned by a couple of 
independent feeling Indians, who have gener- 
ously dedicated tbeir ag ae to the public 
use of their people. ere ina house, some 
300 feetin length and 40 feet in width, as- 
sembled the representatives of the pioneer 
people of the Northwest. Tothem there is 
no difference between England and the 
United States, and so they gather from the 
Deschutes on the route to Queen Charlotte’s 
Island and the Upper Frazier River on the 
north. Delegates from forty cians were pres- 
ent, and aggregated nearly 4,000 men, women 
and children. Nearly all of them came in 
their own canoes, which numbered about 
280. These people were maintained from the 
time they first gathered until the termina- 
tion of the affair at the expense of 
these tywo central figures, “Billy’’ and 
‘*Tom,’’ at whoseinstance they were called 
together. The real potiatch, or giving, did 
not take place until the last twodaysef the 
meeting. Inthe meantimethey made them- 
selves happy with dancesand singing. No 
care was there to oppress them. Their 
natural hunger was appeased through the 
cenerosity of their munificent hosts. Their 
fires of bark burned brightly on every hand. 
Under these circumstances an Indianis al- 
ways bappy, and this occasion was no excep- 
tion tothe general rule. Atlast the day of 
all others came, and they who had been 
boarding their hard-earned treas- 
ures through years of anxious an- 
ticipation, mounted the immense potlatch 
house, and, gathering about them their pur- 
chases and their wealth, began to scatter 
them mto the hands of the multitude below, 
and there was enacted such ascene ascan be 
witnessed nowhere else. As the giver threw 
his gift from him a thousand eager arms were 
outstretched to receive it,and into whatsoever 
hands it fell @ desperate struggle was sureto 
ensue, and the victor was he to whom nature 
bad been most kind in a physical way. 

A blanket thrown among them would be 
seized by a dozen mcn, whoin their frantic 
endeavor to gain possession of the whole 
would rend it inas many pieces, and each 
would make way with the trophy of his 
greed or Wait for another opportunity in 
which to gratify his avarice. Never under 
an\ circumstances could the comparison be- 
tween generosity and unparaleled hog- 
cishness be more fully exemplified. Above 
them stood the personification of a generous 
beart, while they in their uncontrolled sel- 
fishness destroyed all benefit which could 
possibly arise from the proffered 
bounty. A gundropped among them would 
often be broken ia two in the frantic effort of 
some one person to secure it. All was strife, 
contention and se'fishness. There were some 
$4,000 worth of proporty distributed by Billy 
and Tom and their respective wives and now 
they were ‘‘tyres.” Thev no longer stand 
upen the level of the ordinary Siwash, but 
bavivg bounteously distributed the earnings

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LEAVING THEIR PULPITS. 
Two rreaiphel Who Can No Longer 


Uphold the Gospel. 
From the New York Sun, Dee. 31. 

Rev. Y. Peyton-Morgan, pastor of the Re- 
formed Episgopal Church of the Atonement, 
at Marcy avenue and Keap street, Lrooklyn, 
bas tendered; his resignation. Some weeks 
ago he preached.a sermon defending the cler- 
gymen who were recently imprisoned in Eng- 
jand for their ritualistic teachings, and he 
was rebuked forit by Senior Warden.J. M. 
Young, who told him that he could not recon- 
cile his views with the teachings of the Re- 
formed Episcopal Church. Mr. Morgan 
admitted that bis theological opin- 
ions had undergone a change, 
and that be had come to believe more and 
mere in the ritualistic form of worship. He 
notonly leaves the pulpit of the church of 
which he is pastor, but also the denomina- 
tion. Mr. Morgan was a Methodist preacher 
in Marviand before he came to Lrooklyn in 
1878. Hesaid yesterday that he can trace his 
present position to the law of reaction; for, 
coming from the Methodist Church, with its 
simple form of worship, he finds that he is 
driftfhg toward the High Church with its 
ritualistic service, while the Reformed Epis- 
copalians are drifting back from the ritual- 
istic service tothe simple form. ‘*There was 
a time,’’ said Mr. Morgan, *‘when our ideas 
met, but nowthey diverge.’’ 

‘‘In what respect have vour views changed?” 

‘*‘lam like the man who undertook to dis- 
prove the Bible and became converted. My 
changed views are the result of carefulstady, 
and are not the result of any proselyting influ- 
ence. I have nothing tosay against the Re- 
formed Episcopal Church, Sut I believe in 
three orders ofciergy and the delegated au- 
tbority of the Bishop. After four years’ ex- 
perience I have seen the value of the Liturgic 
service. Ialso believe in the sacrament as a 
special means of «race, when(:od is present 
to the beart. as not underany other circum- 
stances, and in the offertory as part of the re- 
ligieus worship. I find the praver-book of 
the Reformed Episcepal Chureh dceticient in 
maby respects, and especially in the omis- 
sion of the declaration of alsoiution. These 
things, if not repudiated, are certainly ignor- 
ed by the Reformed Church. ”’ 

Mr. Morgan’s resignation bas been accepted 
by his church, to take effect to-mecrrow. He 
will, bowever, remain to fillthe pulpit until 
bis suceessor is chosen. 

The Rev. George T. Stansbury, pastor of the 
Willoughby Avenue Baptist Church, in 
Brooklyn, bas resigned his Pulpit nominally on 
secouct of ill health and a distike of this cli- 
mate, to returntothe South, where he was 
reared, toenterthe missionary tieli. Mr. 
Stapsbury fought during the war as a rebel 
soldier, and this fact is suid to have preveated 
cordia! relations between himself and some 
of the leading members of his chureh, so that 
the pastor was rather rudeiv checked in some 
of his plans by those who intimated that he 
wisbed to dictate. There is a lack of unity 
in the church, and the pastoris said to have 
found his resignation the most convenient 
way to avoid becoming identified with either 
faction. Mis resignation goes into effect to- 
moriow. 
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Profits of the Turf.

Outsiders wiJl gaze with longing and mel- 
ancbolv eyes at the catalogue of protits earn- 
ed during the present year by the giants of 
the turf. The £16,061 uetted by Lord Fal- 
mouth durizrg 2a tweive-months’ campaign 
must represent a very satisfactory dividend; 
but, large as it is, it is considerably below 
bis average for g¢he last six years. During 
that period Lord Falmouth’s total winnings 
in stakes amounted to £142,500. His worst 
year was 1874). when he only won £1,060; his 
best was 1878, when his winnings rose as 
high as £57,681. Count de Lagrange, who 
sat at the top of the tree in 1879 with £25,661, 
has to content himself in ISS with only £6,- 
722. A still more marked reverse of fortune 
has waited on the Duke of Hamilton and Mr. 
Houldsworth. Both finished 1879 with up- 
ward of £10,090 to ‘their credit. In 1880 the 
Duke of Hamiulton’s wintings have sunk as 
low as £474, while Mr. Houldsworth has 
only won a solitary event worth £122. These 
are the known returns. The profits and 
the losses of betting remain an unknown 
quantity. Of the sires of the winning horses 
Herwit beads the list with 2 winners, who 
landed stakes waiued at £25,107.

NATIONAL WEALTH. 


Some Idea of the Value of the Great 
Round Globe. 
From the Washington Post. 

Despite the many iastances of individual 
suffering from poverty, the people of the 
United States are accumulating money with 
marvelous rapidity. It is stated, on good 
English authority, that our increase of nation- 
al wealth, since 1850, would purcakase the 
whole German Empire, withits farms, cities, 
banks, shipping and manufactories. Our an- 
nual gain is $825,000,000. Germany gains 
$200,000,000 a year, the United Kingdom 
$ 325,000,000, France $375,000,000. 

Every decade adds tothe wealth of the 
United States more than enough to buy Italy 
or Spain—but we don’t care to purchase 
those grand aggregations of poverty and 
pride. Everyday witnesses an addition of 
$2,300,000 to the value of propertv in this Re- 
public. And vet, in this land, where there is 
a more equal distribution of worldly goods 
than in any other part of the civilized world, 
there 1s such terrible poverty that people die 
of cold and hunger. At New Albany, Ind., 
last week, a pair of twin babes froze to death 
whilein bed with their mother. while their 
father was abroad begging for work. That 
bappened under the shadow of Mr. De 
Pauw’s protected plate giass works. There 
was wealth all around the little hut where the 
poor mother held her babes to her bosom, 
— they stiffened and died of hunger and 
cold. 


» Astothe total valuation of property, the 


United States stands third on the list of 
Western nations, which is well up con- 
sidering our youth. The United Kingdom 
of Great Britainand Ireland takes t he lead, 
with a showing of $44,400,000,000. France 
comes next, with $36,700,000.000. Then 
comes the United States with $32,000.000,000. 
Germany has $22,000,000,000 and Russia $15,- 
060,000, 000. 

When we come to the question: What is 
the average annual income per inhabitant in 
various countries, we take frontrank. It1s 
tleé5in the United Kingdom andthe same in 
the United States. Itis $125 in France, in 
the British colonies $90, in Germany and 
Scandinavia $85. Inthis calculation Russia, 
with almost double our population and less 
than half our annual increase of wealth, 
drops quite out of sight. 

The most important fact in relation to our 
increase of wealth is that it beiongs to the 
many, while in Great Brittain, Germany and 
almost every European country, except 
France, it belopgs to a few. Under our 
iaws the accumulations of almost every citi- 
zen are Gistributed at his death. There is 
no Unification of great estates, by entail and 
intermarriage, going on for centuries. The 
children divide what the father gels togeth- 
er. 

It is true, we havea few estates that 
baye grown to immense proportions. it 
would be easy to name a dozen men who 
could make a corner in greenbacks any dav 
and bripgonacrasb. Even Mr. Vanderbilt 
alone, with his $50,000,000 of bonds, could 
create a dangerous disturbance of our 
finances. Butestates that escape distribu- 
tion for two or three generations are rare ex- 
cepliors. Our laws happily protect the 
country from such evil3 as now afilict Europe 
—the few holding most of the property and 
making the conditions of life intolerable for 
the masses. 

The one special danger of aggravated capi- 
tal in this country lies in our great corpora- 
tions. Itis in the power of a few men, con- 
trolling lines of railway, to impose such 
terms as thev please ov the industries of the 
country. Serator Beck refers to this in a re- 
cent interview: 

‘*Five men—Scott, of the Pennsylvania 
Centfai: Garrett, of the Baltimore and Ohio; 
Huntington, of the Union: Jay Gould and 
Vanderbilt, can sit down and in five min- 
utes’ chat impose a tax of $200,000,000 upon 
the commerce of this country by raising the 
freight two cents a bushel, and do it accord- 
ing toiaw.’’ 

The questioa with which the Government 
has to deal is, how to destroy the power for 
evil which tnese corporations possess, with- 
out impairingtheir usefulness. Itis useless 
torely on the competition of rival roads. 
These corporations learned, long ago, that it 
is better forthem to combine than to com- 
pete—beiter to unite and put rates up, than 
to compete and put themdown. Legislation 
injurious to the roads, such as would render 
the capital invested in them unproductive, 


‘would be bed for the whole country. To de- 


vise means for their proper regulation, sothat 
while they may not be destroyed, they shall 
be held within proper limits, is one of the 
duties of enlightened statesmanship.

A New York Pastor’s Scheme for 
Maintaining Life Kconomically. 
Fromthe New York Sun. 


The Industrial Church of Brooklyn has 
been in operation atthe Christian Home, 10 
De Kalb avenue, six weeks. Its pastor, the 
Rev. H. Kimball, says its congregation con- 
sists ofthe tramp population of New York 
and Brooklyn. It bas an Advisory Board, 
which meets every Sunday afternoon in Mr. 
Kimbali’s Clinton avenue residence to con- 
sult asto the welfare of the congregation. 
The Board, Mr. Kimball says, comprises 
among its members two gentiemen well 
known in this city in connection with finan- 
cial undertakings. Its prospectus says: 

In the terrible cold of this winter bardened 
must that heart be which does not drop asich 
for the hapless lot and something else into the 
band of that particularly desolate one, the 
tramp. The Industrial Church «basa house 
for the friendless wanderer, where not only 
gospel, but food, not only piety, but pence, 
are dispensed. This house is not like, the 
dramshop, leading to hell, nor like the poor- 
bouse, a school of vice and crime, nor like the 
mission chapel, 2 hungry resort of starved 
stomachs and of worse-fed sou!s, preaching a 
ang of selfishness and timid acquiescence, 
in the power that puts its religious hee! upon 
the unfortunate. This industrial movement 
bas already about a dozen reciaimed tramps, 
who are now earning a living. 

The Rev. Mr. Kimball held service at 1 p. 
m. yesterday in the City Park, corner of Can- 
ton street and Park avenue, Brooklyn. He 
‘found it so cold that he adjourned shortly af- 
terward to the chapel mm the Christian Home, 
10 De Kalb avenne. His theme was ‘*The 
Gospel of One Dollara Week.’”’ He told his 
auditors that the first thing they needed was 
not money, but cconomy. He said that a dol- 
lar would feed a full grown adult ten days,al- 
lowing him three meals a Gay. The econo- 
mist wasto begin on Monday with a half 
pound of oatmea! at 2 1-2 cents; apistof milk, 
4 cents, and molasses to sweeten it, 1 cent. 
There was ip this food sufficient vitality for a 
quiet man. On Tuesday be was to have a 
pound of corn meal, 3 cents; quart of sour 
milk, 4cents; and a teaspeonful of soda, 
1-4 of a cent. Stir all together and bake. 
This is to be eaten with 2 ounces of bacon, 2 
cents. He could buy ahaif pound of beef for 
Wednesaay’s dinner, good enough for any 
man in want, for 21-2 cents. This boiled 
with a half quart of potatoes, 2 1-4 cents, 1 4 

nd of broken crackers, | cent, fmakes an 
rish stew. He could also have a halu pound 
of broken crackers, 2 cents, and a cent’s 


ay e ought to be well fed on a quarter 
pound of bread, 1 cent; 1-2 ounce of butter, | 
cent; 1-2 pound of oatmeal, 2 1-2 cents; 1-2 
int of milk, 2 cents, and 1-2 pound of meat, 
1-2cents.

A Thiet’s Mishap. 
New Yerk Special to Cincinnati Gazette. 


A thief who robbed the dwelling of William 
E. Sheldon, the banker at 44 Remsen street, 
on Brooklyn Heights, was found this morning 
by some workmen when they entered a*new 
building adjoining that of Sheldon to resume 
work. They were naturallysprprised at the 
scene presented, for the poor fellow was ly- 
ing in the midst of tis plunder, oF kamen from 
his injuries and unconscious.

weeks age. He was a bruised, mutilated and 
broken mass of humanity. 

The police offices of that precinct were no- 
tified, an ambulance was called, and the un- 
fortunate thief was removed to Long Island 
College Hospital, where he lies ina dying 
condition. Hisarm was~broken, two ribs 
were broken, bis skull crushed in over the 
left eye, and also the base of tbe brain.

COCKRELL’S TRIUMPA. 
The Senatorial contest in this State will 
be decided to-morrow evening at Jefferson 
City. It will be decided in favor of Cock- 
rell’s re-election. It will be decided 
without a real battle, for the opposition, 
though considerable, is without head or 
unity, and will break down at the last 
moment so completely that Mr. Cockrell’s 
nomination is aptto be quite unanimous. 
His election by every Democratic vote in 
the Legislature is a foregone conclusion. 
This strange result is wholly due to the 
impossibility of uniting elements in this 
State, who, however akin and agreeing on 
questions of principle, are divided by petty 
personal quarrels and small objects. Mr. 
Cockrell could have easily been defeated 
had the opposition been able to unite on 
anyoreman.,. Butthat was impossible. 
Mr. Cockrell’s enemies were his best 
friends. The attempt to defeat him by 
money or the abolition 
naturally collapsed. 
Mr. Cockrell’s triumph does not change 
our views about the many grave reasons 
which make his return a political mistake. 
With the loss of Tburman, McDonald, 
Wallace, Randolph, Kernan, Eaton, etc., 
the Democratic side in the Senate needs 
brains more than itever did. But that is 
precisely the article Mr. Cockrell cannot 
supply. With the loss of nearly every 
Northern Senator, the Democratic policy 


of the caucus 


should be to give a denial to the 
Republican charge ‘that Dem- 
ocracy means Confederacy. But this 


is precisely what Mr. Cockrell’s return 
rather confirms than denies. With the 
assertion as the corner-stone of the Re- 
publican party that Democratic rule } 
means Southern and Rebel rule, the 
true Democratic policy is to disabuse 
the public mind in the North of this fear. 
But this is precisely the opposite of what 
Mr. Cockrell will do when he takes 
his seat on the 4th of March 
for another term of six years, when he will 
find the Democratic side of the Senate 
composed almost entirely of Southern 
men of Rebel antecedents.

We have a statute providing a severe penal 
ty for the withholuing of any eyjdence of 
knowledge of the Commission of ary capitad 
offense or felony, or for taking any 
gratuity or reward, express or int 
pdiied, to compound or conceal such 
crime, and yetthis learned lawyer asserts 
thatthe attempted murder referredto has 
been condoned, and that, though an action is 
not barred by the statute of limitation,this de- 
fenseless and heartbroken woman, who was 
yearved im the lap of inxuryina foreign land, 
has no lega) remedy in free America against 
the assauitofone wbo hassworn at the altar 
to love and honor, cherish and comfort her 
through life.

An Interview With Col. Eliiah 
Gates.

The Progress of Negotiations for 
the Settlement. 


He Has Never Entertained the Idea oj 
. Leaving a Deficit. 
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Col. Elijah Gates, the onfgzoinz Stato 
Treasurer, arrived in the city by this morn. 
ipg’s train from Jefferson Citv and weot tj 
the Lindell. Without taking any room, he 
had a long conference with Mr. Burnes and 
then visited the Bank of Commerce, wheres 
there was a consultation with Mr. Burn. 
ham, the president. The details of the play 
of settlement with the State were talked over 
and the relations of the Bank of Commerce a, 
holding the funds im trust tO cover tha 
deficiency caused by the Mastin Bank failure 


were discussed. About noon the convention 
was corcluded, and as Col. Gates emerge 
from the instiiution his attention for a few 
minutes was accorded to a POs?T-Disvatrcu 
reporter. . 

“he Siate Treasurer is a man of large frame, 
with a square, honest Jook about bim. fij}s 
face is full of firmness, his gaze steady and 
his manner resolute. He wears fuli sandy 
beard and dresses fike a man of moderate 
means, With due regard forthe durable ani 
comfortable. The left sleeve of 
his coat is empty and by 2 
rather curious coincidence his predecessor 
had alsoottered up an arm to the lesitcause, It 
was thisempty sleeveinthe Democratic State 


from Col. J. H. R. Cundiff, ofthe Times, but 
at tbat time aresident of St. Joseph anda 
candidate for State Treasurer; at least so Uo’. 
Cunaift’s friendsalways thought. 

Col. Gates’ manner is well calculated to in- 
spire confidence in ail he says. He speaks 
slowly and deliberately, as if weighing every 
word. It is worthy of remark that those who 
know him best have always been his warmest 
defenders in the trying years of these unfortu- 


nate treasury complications. ‘‘*Gates 
may bave_ erred,” they said, “but he 


never sinved in his management of the 
State’s finances.’’ And they have been con- 
tent to wait, promising that the expiration 
of his term of office would see every doliarin 
hard which belonged to the State. | 

Put briefly, the information obtained by the 
reporter from Co). Gates was tbat the nego- 
tiations were still in progress; thatthe money 
had not yet been deposited in the Bank of 
Commerce; that the legislation heretofore 
foreshadowed as part of the planof settle- 
ment wouid be brought before the Genera! 
Assembly; that Col. Gates was satisfied with 
the progress of the negotiations; that ina few 
days the details of the settlement would be 
made clear to everybody; that the treasurer 
expected to zo out of office leaving every dol- 
lar there which belonged to the State. 

After a few preliminary words the iater- 
view was as follows: 

“Tsthere anything definite that you ca 
give me relative to the State Treasury mat- 
ter—the negotiation in progress?’?’

IMMIGRATION ITEMS. 


New Edition of the Hand-Book—Model 
Map of Missouri. 


Decidedly the best map of Missouri yet 
published is that gotten up to accompany the 
second edition of the Hand-book about to be 
issued by the St. Louis Immigration Society. 
It is a rather sad reflection that the society 
had to go to Chicago to get the mapand that 
it bears the imprint of a Chicago firm. Still 


it is a remarkably fine piece of work. It was 
done by the direction of the 
society’s secretary, Mr. Renshaw, and not only 
is the State given with accuracy, but around 


it are given a tier ortwo of border counties, 
of Iowa, Kaneas and Arkansas, thus demon- ,

The St. Louis Gaslight Neg: ed now has 
a judgment for nearly $900, against the 
city and desires above all things to get an ex- 
tension of franchises beyond 1899. To 
accomplish this the company has made a prop- 
osition to the joint committee offering to 
divide profits with the city in this way, ‘he 
company will reserve $240,000 anually of the 
profitsto divide among ‘.ockholders. The 
suiplus over this amount wil! go the city un- 
til the amgunf ré&ches $100,000. The profits 
above $340 ,000 will be equally 
divided between company ani city. In 
this way the company thinks to interest the 
city equally in preserving the franchises and 
privileges by being a sharer in the profits of 
the business. 

Besides this division of profits the company 
proposes to do something more for tb® city 
and aiso to benefit citizens. This proposition 
is that the street lamps shall be supplied with 
gas at $20 each per year, instead of $57, the 
present price. Consumers are to receive gas 
at $2 25, with the usual discounts for quanti- 
ty. This isa reduction from $250, the present 
price. 

That there may be fairness bevond dispute 
the company offers to let the city have three 
members ofthe directory and to furnish a 
statement of busines to the Comptrolier every 
thirty days. 

To putit briefly. the company proposes to 
become a sort of municipai department, so to 
speak, and thus perpetuate the present val- 
uable privileges. In such relations to the 
city reasonabie and permanent profits would 
be assured the stockholders and the dangers 
of competition would not alarm and depress 
the stock. 

Just what the committee thinks of this 
latter attitude of the company is not known. 
There has been no report from the commit- 
tee, but on the other hand a manifest inten- 
tion to smother and delay. The company has 
wanted for months to treat on some sucn ba- 
sis as that given above. 

With the general impression of the cost of 
gas manufacture, the question of profits may 
seem puzzling. The margin on gas manufac- 
ture is simply enormous, to tell the plain 
truth. Taking the figures of past business, 
a little caiculation shows that the company 
should this year, inthe ordinary course of 
events, putting in effect the proposition given 
above, pay the stockholders $ 240,000 and have 
a surplus of $63,000 to go to the city’s credit.

Goy. Phelps’ message was sent in yester- 
gsyto the Thirty-first General Assembly, 
now in session at Jeflersov City.

SENATORS AND REPRESENTATIVES—The 
constitution requires the Governor of this 
state, at the close of his term of offica, to 
vive information to the General Assembly of 
he condition of the State, and to recommend 
such measures as be shall deem expedient. 
in this message, I have endeavored to com- 
»iy with those requirements by giving you, 
in a brief manner, information of the con- 
dition of the State,and to meation but few 
matiersupon Which legislation is, in my 
opinion, required. The affairs of the State 
are in a prosperous condition; the laws gen- 
erally faithfully executed: quiet prevails; 
the people ars prosperous; the costs 
io the State Of criminal prosecutions are 
dimipished;the Penitentiary has become a 
.olf-sustaining institution, and economy pre- 
yailsin all departments of the State Govern- 

ent. 

“4 THE MASTIN DEFICIT. 
The State Treasurer, in January, 1879, re- 


= Ihave shown that since September, 
16) to June, 1880, calling the period of 
time four years, the population of this State 
naturally increased, and the increase by im- 
migration was about 60,000 person per year. 
The efforts of the Board of Immigration were 
ably supplemented by the voluntary associa- 


tion formea by the people of this 
State. Enterprising and wealthy gen- 
tleemen of Sr. Louis furnished the 


moneys required for this grand work. A 
convention of the able and energetic men of 
the State was held in St. Louis in April, 188). 
The action of this convention did not aid to 
increase the population of this State em- 
braced in the the Federal census, but its in- 
fluence is now felt, and has been felt since 
last autumn, and will continue to be felt for 
alongtime. That association hus published 
amep anda handbook of Missouri. In the 
latter there is a brief description of the ad- 
vantages each county in the Siate possesses, 
and with the additional statistics which it is 
hoped will be published ina second edition, 
the whole story of the wealth and resources 
of our State will be briefly narrated. I hope 
the Legislature wil! make a liberal appropri- 
ation to stimulate and encourage immigra: 
tion to this State. 
CONCLUSION. 

And now, as I am about to return to pri- 
vate life, [can say that during my official 
career, in whatever position | may have 
seryed, I have endeavored faithfully to dis- 
charge the duties which devolved on me, and 
have sought to promote the prosperity and 
welfare of the people of the people of this 
great commonwealth. My administration of 
the laws of this State is a part of its history. 
It is spread out before the people for their 
observation, and totheir judgment I cheer- 
fully submit the record I have made.

JEFFERSON CITY, January 6, 1881.—There 
are no new developments in the Sen- 
atorial question, except that there have been 
agreat many insinuations thrown out that 
Allen and his backers would be here to-night 
and manage by some means to break up the 
caucus of to-morrow night and postpone it 
till March 18.
